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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 ,2, and 3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are found in: p. 7 para. [0010]. 

Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claims 1 and 23 recite that "gain has a first transverse electric (TE) 
component and a first transverse magnetic (TM) component". Since a gain is a ratio of 
output to input signal and does not have (vector) components, there is no way for one 
skilled in the art of optical engineering to make sense of this claim. The specification 
simply repeats the same error. 

With regard to claims 2-1 1 and 24-33, the claims are rejected as depending on a 
rejected base claim. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In view of the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
rejection above, one skilled in the art could not determine the limitations of the claims. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

7. Claims 7 and 29 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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The term "at an angle" in claims 7 and 29 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "at an angle" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The 
angle could presumably be between 0 and 90 degrees; hence the claims do not further 
limit the claims on which they depend. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kim et al. (US Pat. App. 2001/0043390). See Fig. 2. 

With regard to claims 34-36, these are merely the normal method of operation of 
the device claimed in claims 1-33 and are rejected on the same grounds. 

Note that the citations made herein are done so for the convenience of the 
applicant; they are in no way intended to be limiting. The prior art should be considered 
in its entirety. 

Conclusion 
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10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Edagawa, Shibata et al. dislocse polarization gain independent 
semiconductor optical amplifiers.
